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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The quarterly estimate of population as at 30th September 
showed the number of persons in New South Wales to be 1,487,680. 
The increase in population since the beginning of the year has been 
at the rate of 24 per cent. per annum, the largest relative increase 
for thirteen years. 


Trade.—TVhe imports were valued at £2,663,236, and were, with the 
exception of October, the highest for any month during the year. 
Of this amount, £1,112,632 was the value of Australian produce 
transferred from other States, and £1,550,604 goods of oversea. 
origin, of which £1,406,790 were imported directly from abroad. 
Compared with November of last year, there was an increase of 
£390,390 in goods of oversea origin, principally in drugs and 
chemicals, gold, metal manufactures, and spirits. The figures for 
eleven months show a total increase in the imports of £2,565,809, 
and in goods of oversea origin of £813,032. The chief articles 
showing increases are those mentioned above, with the addition of 
apparel, &c. Machines, implements, and timber show heavy falls. 


Gold for coinage shows a considerable increase. 


The oversea exports for the month show an increase of £856,776, 
and for the eleven months of £1,041,351, compared with the corres- 
ponding periods of last year. There was a large increase in the 
export of wool during the month to the extent of £988,264, and in 
other staple articles, and it is now almost certain that this year’s 
exports will be even larger than those for last year, notwithstanding 
the decrease in the export of gold during this year, amounting to 
£2,574,956. 


The outward interstate transfers for ten months show an increase 
of £1,673,067, of which wool was responsible for £455,253, and 
spelter, concentrales, etc., for £1,218,685. The re-exports of oversea 
produce to other Australian States decreased by £68,956, the 
decline being noticeable among practically all articles, the only ones 
showing increases being tea and hats and caps. 
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Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for Noyember show that the 
revenue was £1,122,683, or £178,794 more than in November last 
year. There was another large increase in the returns from Rail- 
ways, and increases from taxation and Crown lands. The Common- 
wealth surplus was £57,845 more than in last November. The 
expenditure during the month was £650,721, or £83,337 less than 
last November. During the first five months of the financial year 
the revenue has increased by £315,707, and the expenditure de- 
creased by £89,200, as compared with the corresponding period of 
last year. The chief feature has been a large increase in revenue 
from Railways and Tramways, amounting to #£217,742. The 
receipts from land show a falling-off of £81,705, and the surplus 
returned to the State by the Commonwealth increased by £82,361. 


Railways.—The report on Railways and Tramways for the quarter ended 
30th September shows satisfactory results. Compared with the 
corresponding quarter of last year the Railways show an increase 
of £121,654. The expenditure, after making liberal provision for 
renewals, shows an increase of £15,624, the net result being an 
improvement of £106,030. There was an improvement in traffic, 
both coaching and goods, although wheat and flour show a falling- 
off. Relatively the earnings increased by 4d. per train mile, and 
the expenditure increased by 22d. per train mile. 


Prices.—The rise in prices among practically all the staple articles was 
still maintained. The industrial metals advanced still higher, while 
the movement in wool, tallow, and skins, was also upward. Butter 
remained at the same high level as in the last three months. The 
general index number for the month was 1,235, and was the highest 
for any month since the end of 1901. For pastoral products the 
index was 1,289, and for metals, 1,267. 


Meteorology.—During the month the average temperature was again 
unusually low. There was a useful rainstorm about the middle of 
the month, which covered that part of the State lying north-east of a 
line joining Bourke and Gabo Island. The rainfall for the month 
was slightly below the average, although another storm was in pro- 
gress on the last day of the month.
